Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant contacted Examiner to discuss the 35 USC 112 rejections in paragraphs 3 and 4 in the prior Office 
Action filed April 28, 2004 and to discuss amendments to claim 109 in order to overcome the 35 USC 103 rejection 
over Andersson in view of Beamish. Applicant argued that there was support for two molds in the embodiment of the 
figure 18 described on page 24 of the Specification. The Examiner indicated that the 35 USC 112 rejections will be 
maintained because the Specification only describes "Erected or pre-fabricated trays" without describing whether the 
trays are erected or pre-fabricated in a mold for the embodiment of figure 18. It was agreed that deleting "in an 
erection mold (316)" in line 2 of claim 109 would overcome the 35 USC 1 12 rejections in paragraphs 3 and 4 of the 
prior Office Action. Applicant argued that the Andersson reference requires that the reinforcing means extend inwardly 
of the wall of the tray and thus a mandrel or mold extending into the tray would destroy the reinforcing means in 
Andersson. Applicant faxed in a proposed amendment to claim 109 to include such limitations (attached). Examiner 
indicated that such an amendment would overcome the present rejection of Andersson in view of Beamish, however 
further search and/or consideration would be required. Examiner also reminded Applicant to indicate the support in the 
original Specification for the proposed amendments. Applicant pointed out that the term "open mouth" in line 5 would 
be changed to -the top opening-- in order to conform to the original description . 
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
